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Tenants worried by BoJo’s ambitious regeneration project

COUNCIL tenants have spoken of 
their fear over how plans to raze 
and rebuild Kingston’s biggest es¬ 
tate will be implemented, after Bo¬ 
ris Johnson promised the borough 
a share of a £200m regeneration pot. 

The London Mayor said the 
Cambridge Road estate in Norb- 
iton will be one of 11 new regen¬ 
eration zones in London, bringing 
the total to 31, and claimed his in¬ 
vestment would undo “30 years of 
historic failure” to build enough 
homes in the capital. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said the authority plans to 
double the number of homes in 


the estate from 830 to 1,699 and has 
already bid for cash from the Lon¬ 
don pot, in addition to other grant 
funding, to meet the as-yet-unde- 
fined bill. 

Residents will be moved out 
of their homes while rebuilding 
takes place. A consultation into 
the project was launched in Janu¬ 
ary, and it is hoped work will begin 
in the autumn of 2018. 

Cllr Davis said: “We need to 
work closely with residents on the 
estate. This will include support 
for residents to either remain on 
site or return to the estate if their 
homes need to be replaced. 

“The existing residents must be 
and will continue to be our prima¬ 
ry concern. 

“The only guarantee we can give 
is that they will be able to move 


back in.” 

“It’s also important to say that 
no decision has been made on how 
the estate regeneration will shape 
up. The initial work to understand 
the options for this programme, 
including community engagement 
on what these options might be, is 
due to complete by October. 

“This is going to be a big oppor¬ 
tunity for us to build good quality 
social housing.” 

Jill Preston, of the Cambridge 
Road Estates Community Group, 
said: “You’re sort of looking 
around and thinking, ‘Where 
are you going to put them all?’ 
The only way is up, and we have 
enough trouble with parking now. 

“It might be a good thing. Our 
concern is making sure vulnera¬ 
ble people get the best deal, par¬ 


ticularly old people. They are 
worried what’s going to happen to 
them.” 

Harry Hall, chairman of the 
Cambridge Road Estate Residents’ 
Association, said: “It’s just fear be¬ 
cause we see what’s happened on 
other sites around London. 

“If we are going to be moved 
how far are we going to be moved? 
I’m not sure they really under¬ 
stand the impact this is going to 
make on people’s lives.” 

Liberal Democrat Norbiton 
councillor Bill Brisbane said: 
“There is absolutely no commit¬ 
ment on the money, it’s a general 
statement. To go anywhere you’ve 
got to get additional funding. 

“I hope it will go ahead, you 
can’t be confident in the current 
world.”

Junior docs picket for the third time 


JUNIOR doctors at Kingston 
Hospital joined hundreds of 
workers across the country as 
they walked out of hospitals in 
a continued row over contract 
changes - the third strike this 
year. 

A 48-hour strike began na¬ 
tionwide at 8am on March 9 
after health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt announced he was impos¬ 


ing new contracts, and no agree¬ 
ment was reached with the Brit¬ 
ish Medical Association (BMA). 

Only emergency care was of¬ 
fered during the strike. 

Dr Johann Malawana, chair¬ 
man of the BMA junior doctors 
committee, said: “Throughout 
this process, we negotiated con¬ 
structively and made signifi¬ 
cant concessions. 


“The impact of the imposi¬ 
tion announcement is that jun¬ 
ior doctors are scared, confused 
and don’t know what the future 
holds for them.” 

It is estimated the action led 
to more than 5,000 patients hav¬ 
ing operations postponed. 

The BMA has started legal 
proceedings for a judicial re¬ 
view of the contract imposition.

OflP falls 
at centre 

A PENSIONER was taken to 
hospital with head injuries 
after falling from a height in 
the Bentall Centre. 

The man, in his 70s, was 
rushed to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal last Tuesday. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Bentall Centre said: “The 
Clarence Street entrance of 
the centre was closed for a 
short length of time this af¬ 
ternoon due to a customer 
being taken ill.” 

An employee at Ernest 
Jones, in Clarence Street, op¬ 
posite the main entrance said 
just after 12pm: “There was 
a lot of police. I saw a guy, I 
think he had fallen from the 
escalator.” 

Police and the London Am¬ 
bulance Service have con¬ 
firmed they were called to 
the centre, with London Air 
Ambulance also called just 
before 11am. 

A London Air Ambulance 
spokeswoman said: “Our 
advanced trauma team was 
dispatched via aircraft by the 
London Ambulance Service 
at 10.58am today to reports of 
someone who had fallen from 
height in Kingston. 

“Following treatment, the 
patient was then taken by 
road, with the London Ambu¬ 
lance Service, to St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting escorted 
by the London’s Air Ambu¬ 
lance doctor.” 


A PETITION to stop King¬ 
ston’s historic Market House 
from becoming a posh pizza 
restaurant has gained more 
than 6,000 signatures. 

The Stable Bar, an upmar¬ 
ket pizza, pie and cider brand 
from Dorset, has put in an 
application to turn the 1838 


Market Place landmark into 
its latest restaurant. 

The several independent 
craft shop owners who trad¬ 
er out of Market House have 
started the petition in the 
hopes that they can stay put. 

Eva Veliotou, one of the 
Market House traders, set 


up the petition last week. 
She said: “Kingston Market 
House should be free to the 
public to appreciate rather 
than having to ‘buy into’ an 
external chain to view.” 

A report by Kingston 
Council noted that up to 
£45,000 a year is collected in 


rent from the traders but es¬ 
timated that more than three 
times that could be made by 
moving in an ‘established re¬ 
tailer’. 

A brochure distributed 
last summer showed the au¬ 
thority was hoping for some 
£150,000 a year in rent.

PIZZA lovers are going to need a 
lot of dough to get a slice of the 
latest offering from a Tolworth 
takeaway. 

Tolworth’s Pizza Go Go has 
launched the £500 Gold Pizza, 
which includes the ‘exclusive’ 
toppings of white truffle oil, cav¬ 
iar, lobster and fantail prawns 
all sprinkled with 24-carat gold 
flakes. 

But adding a cheese-stuffed 
crust to your order will still cost 
an additional £2. 

For the price of a brand new 
laptop or a return flight to Cos¬ 
ta Rica, customers will also get 
‘red carpet delivery’ and ‘butler 
service’ if they order the costly 
12-inch medium pizza. 

The gold deal has to be ordered 
three days in advance from the 
Pizza Go Go head office in Essex 
but is likely to be prepared in 
the two star hygiene-rated take¬ 
away in Tolworth Broadway if 
bought by any of the borough’s 
residents. 

A spokesman from Pizza Go 
Go head office said: “We have 
a training development centre 
with all the necessary equip¬ 
ment to make the gold pizza at 


our head office. If you are far 
away, though, it will be made at 
the local store. 

“Don’t worry - you will get 
it hot. We have a bag so when 
it gets to you it will be nice and 
hot and crispy. Everything you 
want.” 

Many borough residents ap¬ 
pear to be underwhelmed by the 
exclusive offer from the takea¬ 
way that usually sells a large piz¬ 
za, potato wedges, garlic bread, a 
pot of pitted olives and cookie 
squares all for just £14.95. 

Chessington resident Lynn 
Lock received a leaflet adver¬ 
tising the gold deal through her 
door. 


She said: “I thought it was hi¬ 
larious. But if Pizza Go Go want¬ 
ed to donate one I am happy to 
test it for them to give feedback.” 

Jessica Price added: “If you 
have that kind of cash for food 
you’re hardly going to spend it 
at Pizza Go Go. I thought it was 
April Fools’ too early” 

Chessington resident Chris 
Orton said: “I do wonder what 
sort of person they’re hoping 
to attract. If I ever had that sort 
of money to spend on a meal it 
most certainly wouldn’t be on 
what looks like a rather desic¬ 
cated pizza.”

£6k bill for 
toy danger 

A KINGSTON-based compa¬ 
ny and its director have been 
ordered to pay more than 
£6,000 for supplying counter¬ 
feit toys “which could have 
choked a young child”. 

Trading Standards officers 
seized the brightly-coloured 
soft toys during checks on 
market stalls in central Har¬ 
row. 

The toys were traced to the 
Dashmesh Company Ltd and 
its director Jalinder Ahuja, 
of Fleetwood Road. 

The counterfeit toys did 
not display the correct la¬ 
belling, had small parts that 
presented a choking hazard 
to children and did not show 
any suitable safety warnings. 

Dashmesh Company Ltd 
and Ahuja pleaded guilty to 
six charges each for supply¬ 
ing the toys. 

The company was fined 
£4,500 and ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £120, 
plus £1,930 in costs, at Willes- 
den Magistrates Court on 
March 1. 

Ahuja, 41, was fined £500 
and ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £50 and £215 
costs. 

Officers searched the 
wholesale premises of Dash¬ 
mesh Company Ltd in Bridge 
Road, Southall, and found 
hundreds more non-compli- 
ant children’s toys, which the 
company had imported from 
overseas.

SOUTH-WEST London’s four 
major NHS hospitals are pay¬ 
ing agency workers “outra¬ 
geous” sums to cover shifts. 

Kingston Hospital, Epsom 
and St Helier University hos¬ 
pitals and St George’s Hos¬ 
pital all admitted to using 
locum workers who demand 
rates of up to £3,500 a day to 
cover doctors and nursing 
shifts. 

The rates are in excess of 
a new government cap, which 
was introduced in November 
as part of an effort to tackle 
the NHS budget deficit - esti¬ 
mated to reach £2.3bn by the 
end of the year. 

A spokeswoman for King¬ 
ston Hospital said that while 
the hospital was still using 
the workers, the numbers 
were declining and only 0.1 
per cent of all nursing shifts 
at the hospital were breach¬ 
ing the cap per week. 

She said: “Controls are in 
place at Kingston Hospital 


to ensure that all attempts 
are made to fill a shift firstly 
with bank staff and if not, 
then with agency staff be¬ 
low the capped rate. 

“Only where this has 
proved unsuccessful, and 
where not filling the role 
would result in a safety risk, 
will a rate above the cap be 
agreed. Night shifts, week¬ 
end and certain specialties 
are difficult to fill.” 


The figures, obtained by 
the Daily Telegraph, found 
that more than 20,000 NHS 
shifts a week are being filled 
by doctors and nurses on 
rates of across the country. 

The new rules specify that 
pay for a 12-hour shift in 
London must be limited to 
£965 and £800 elsewhere. 

Official figures show that 
of 228 NHS trusts, some 194 - 
or 85 per cent - were breach¬ 


ing the rules six weeks after 
their introduction. 

Health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt said: “Expensive staff¬ 
ing agencies are quite simply 
ripping off the NHS. 

“It’s outrageous that tax¬ 
payers are being taken for a 
ride by companies charging 
up to £3,500 a shift for a doc¬ 
tor.” 

A spokesman for Epsom 
and St Helier’s said: “As part 
of our commitment to pro¬ 
viding great care to every pa¬ 
tient, every day, it is essential 
that we continue to deliver 
care that is safe and effective. 

“In order to do this, it is 
sometimes necessary for us 
to make use of temporary 
bank or agency staff. 

“Our figures show that 
since the start of this month, 
just 0.1 per cent of all nurs¬ 
ing shifts have been covered 
using agency shifts that have 
exceeded the spending cap.” 

A spokesman for St 
George’s Hospital said the 
hospital was in negotiations 
with agencies in the hope of 
reducing rates which have 
already been contractually 
agreed.

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Union survey highlights victims of ‘unaffordable housing’ 

Soaring rents ‘forcing 
teachers to leave city’

YOUNG teachers in London are 
struggling to live and work in 
the city as rent prices increase 
and salaries remain the same, a 
union has claimed. 

According to a recent survey 
by the National Union of Teach¬ 
ers of 1,200 of their younger 
members living in the capital 
the cost of living is ‘creating a 
teacher shortage crisis that will 
hit every school and college in 
London’. 

The NUT found 60 per cent of 
teachers surveyed said they did 
not see themselves still teaching 
in London in five years’ time, 
with 61 per cent specifically cit¬ 
ing the cost of living here as the 
reason to leave. 

The average month’s wages 
for a newly qualified teacher 
is £1,600 and renting a room in 
London can cost £800 or more a 
month. 

Surbiton-based tutor Ryan Al¬ 
len, 39, decided to make a change 
from traditional teaching after 
moving from Birmingham to

London. He said: “It was very 
different taking that leap of 
faith, to move from Birmingham 
to London; prices are extremely 
high. 

“At one point I couldn’t see 
how teachers even survived 
with the travel expenses and the 
ever-increasing transport fees. 

“I have spent many weekends 
marking and was regarded by 
my colleagues as a good teacher 


who has always been committed 
to the vocation. I am certainly 
committed to the vocation, but 
if I want to teach, my salary in 
London needs to match. 

“They didn’t and so I had to, at 
one point, decide that in order to 
gain a better work and life bal¬ 
ance, I would consider becoming 
a supply teacher.” 

He then eventually moved into 
private tutoring. He added: “As 
house prices and rent continue 
to rise as teachers’ salaries re¬ 
main low, it is forcing teachers 
to change professions or to leave 
and move abroad.” 

Martin Powell-Davies, London 
regional secretary for the NUT, 
said: “Unaffordable housing in 
London is causing a great deal 
of distress and hardship for 
many families and individuals. 

“It is quite clear that if teach¬ 
ers cannot afford to live in Lon¬ 
don they will take their skills 
elsewhere.” 

Christine Blower, NUT gener¬ 
al secretary , said: “It cannot be 
rational to allow new teachers 
to be squeezed out of London, 
while at the same time, the city 
needs 100,000 extra school places 
before 2020.”

Women encouraged to log attacks in order to ‘reclaim’ London streets 

Drive to use map to spotlight 
sex assault blackspots in city

VICTIMS of sexual assault 
and harassment are being 
encouraged to log their 
ordeals on an interactive 
map to “reclaim” London’s 
streets. 

The Women’s Equali¬ 
ty Party (WEP) this week 
launched its #WEcount cam¬ 
paign, which aims to high¬ 
light rising sexual violence 
across London by identifying 
where victims are targeted. 

Across London, reports of 
rape have risen from 4,986 
to 5,427 in the last two years 
and sexual offences have in¬ 
creased from 9,215 to 10,477. 

There were 71 rapes, 164 
sexual offences and 1,035 
domestic violence cases re¬ 
ported in Kingston last year, 
according to Metropolitan 
Police figures. 

Campaigners have asked 
women to post photos of 
their hands on social media, 
showing a postcode or place 
where they experienced sex¬

ual harassment, assault or 
verbal abuse using the hash- 
tag #WEcount. 

Gill Manly, Croydon’s 
WEP branch leader, said the 
campaign was designed to 
let women know advice and 
help was available. 

She added: “By using 
these campaigns and raising 
awareness hopefully, in 30 
years’ time, we won’t need to 
be having these discussions. 


“We aren’t just working 
for you and me - we are 
working for a whole world 
of girls. 

“This is about letting 
women know that if some¬ 
thing happens, however big 
or small, that there is help 
and that they are allowed to 
deal with it and go to the rel¬ 
evant authority and group 
to assist them. 

“Not everyone has access 
to the right information and 
that is a struggle that we 
need to overcome as women 
to help our fellow sisters in 
getting them to understand 
what is acceptable and what 
isn’t.” 

New figures have revealed 
that 85 per cent of women 
aged between 18 and 24 in 
the UK have been harassed, 
with 45 per cent experienc¬ 
ing unwanted sexual touch¬ 
ing.

Washington, of Kingston 
police’s community safety 
unit, said: “It is an area that 
we know is under-reported 
and we are keen to encour¬ 
age members of the public 
to come forward and speak 
to us. 

“They will be treated with 
the utmost confidence and 
appropriate measures will 
be put in place to mitigate 
any risks. 

“We support any initia¬ 
tive to encourage reporting, 
but urge the community not 
just to log onto the interac¬ 
tive map but also come for¬ 
ward and report this to the 
police.” 

Ms Manly said efforts to 
tackle sexual crimes needed 
to “start at home” through 
“educating children about 
acceptable behaviour”. 

She added: “There is still, 
unfortunately, an old fash¬ 
ioned school of thought in 
certain circles, like ‘she was 
wearing a short skirt so she 
was asking for it’.”

About 175,000 Londoners 
have sight impairment, more 
than 80,000 have severe or 
profound hearing loss and 
more than 30,000 have dual 
sensory impairment or deaf¬ 
blindness. 

The committee discussed 
how difficult it is to navi¬ 
gate different stations and 
bus models, and the ease at 
which people can access in¬ 
formation when something 
goes wrong. 

Patrick Roberts, trustee 
of Transport for All, said: 
“Communication, I think, 
is a major issue and con¬ 
stantly we are being asked 
and told to play by the rules 
of the sighted individual, 
which is very challenging.”

Organ donor crash victim 
Dean wins fans’ applause

A MINUTE’S applause held to pay trib¬ 
ute to a Brentford fan killed in a car 
crash was capped off with a goal. 

Dean Langford, 24, of Chessington, 
died after he was involved in the crash 
in Hanworth last month as he walked 
home from work. 

Mr Langford, a long-time Bees season 
ticket holder, died at St Mary’s Hospital 
in Paddington the day after the crash 
in Uxbridge Road on February 22. 

Colleagues at Sainsbury’s in Han¬ 
worth said he had an “infectious, hap¬ 
py personality”. 

Fans applauded during the 24th 
minute of Brentford’s Saturday game 
against Charlton, before Yoann Barbet 
netted for the home side. 

Mr Langford’s father, Paul, said: 
“What Brentford have done and how 
nice everyone has been, and how kind 
everyone has been - the club itself have 
just put themselves out. It’s what they 
have done just generally, everyone’s 
been so kind and lovely. 

“The club have asked me to go down 
to the training ground. 

“I think they are going to give the 
shirt of the guy who scored the goal to

the family.” 

Before Mr Langford died, his family 
discovered he was on the organ donors’ 
list, and he has since saved four lives. 

His father said: “Four people have 
benefited from his organs. We haven’t 
heard officially how well they are do¬ 
ing but we’ve heard it’s four people 


who have benefited from our loss.” 

Since Mr Langford’s death Brentford 
have encouraged supporters to “join 
our team” and sign up to the organ do¬ 
nors’ register. 

After the crash at about 3.40am on 
Monday, February 22, tributes to the 
former Richmond College and Hamp¬ 
ton Community College student were 
laid outside Sainsbury’s in Hanworth. 

One message said: “Dean, we 
only knew you for a short amount 
of time at work, in that time we 
got to know your infectious, hap¬ 
py personality that drew people 
in. You always made us laugh, always 
said hello and put smiles on a lot of 
people’s faces. 

“For that we will always remember 
you. Thank you for being you.” 

Another read: “Our best friend, 
brother and hero. 

“You will always hold a piece of our 
hearts and we will see you once again 
one day, and you will always be there 
for us.” 

Mr Langford’s funeral will be held 
today

on composer Dutilleux

A KINGSTON University mu¬ 
sic expert will host a talk cele¬ 
brating the works of renowned 
French composer Henri Dutil¬ 
leux on the 100th anniversary of 
his birth. 

Dr Caroline Potter, who works 
as a French music specialist at 
the university, is one of the lead¬ 
ing experts on the French com¬ 
poser and published a book de¬ 
tailing his compositions in 1997. 

She will present the BBC Total 
Immersion Dutilleux Day at the 
Barbican Centre, in Silk Street, 
in central London on Saturday, 
April 30. 

She said: “It’s good to see that 
Dutilleux’s music is inspiring a 
younger generation of compos¬ 
ers, mainly because of his ap¬ 
proach to orchestral sound and 
technical prowess. He is a perfect 
example of somebody establish¬ 
ing their musical legacy” 

Dr Potter first became an ex¬ 
pert on Dutilleux after complet¬ 
ing her doctorate as a student. 

In September 2009 she was a 
featured speaker at the opening

concert of the London Sympho¬ 
ny Orchestra’s season, and will 
this year also speak at Philhar- 
monie de Paris and BBC Nation¬ 
al Orchestra of Wales for Dutil¬ 
leux’s centenary 
Henri Dutilleux died in 2013 
aged 97 after making a name for 
himself as one of the top com¬ 
posers of the 21st century, chan¬ 


nelling the works of composers 
such as Debussy, Ravel, Bartok 
and Stravinsky. 

She added: “What I find par¬ 
ticularly interesting about Du¬ 
tilleux is that he was inspired 
by the work of artists from other 
disciplines, such as the litera¬ 
ture of Charles Baudelaire and 
Marcel Proust and the paintings 
of Vincent Van Gogh. 

“He explored connections be¬ 
tween different artistic genres - 
something I find fascinating as a 
researcher.” 

As a leading figure of the 
classical music scene, he has in¬ 
fluenced contemporary French 
and British composers including 
Eric Tanguy and Julian Ander¬ 
son. 

Dr Potter interviewed Mr Du¬ 
tilleux numerous times during 
her career and said it was her 
love of French culture that led 
her to become fixated with him. 

She said: “He was a lovely per¬ 
son - very helpful and courteous. 
He was very easy to talk to and 
completely unpretentious.” 

“Thanks to performers and 
conductors from all over the 
world who champion his work, 
Dutilleux will live on.”

Small firms’ vital role 


Support book 

WE HAVE recently been poring 
over a remarkable new book 
which must surely appeal to any 
lover of the River Thames. 

Called A Panorama of the 
Thames - A Riverside View of 
Georgian London, it is a pano¬ 
ramic view of both banks of the 
Thames between Westminster 
and Richmond hand-coloured 
by Samuel Leigh in 1829 and re¬ 
stored with the aid of modern 
digital technology to the glow¬ 
ing colours of the original. 

The restoration is the work of 
a dedicated team of two, John 
Inglis and Jill Sanders, who live 
on the river at Hampton. 

Meanwhile John and Jill con¬ 
tinue to work on an even more 
ambitious project. 

This is nothing less than a 
complete photographic panora¬ 
ma of the London Thames as it 
is today, nearly 190 years after 
Leigh’s painting. 

While Leigh’s survey covered 
only 15 miles of the river, John 
and Jill aim to extend their cov¬ 
erage to 26 miles (Tower Bridge 
to the Greater London bound¬ 
ary), and also include notes on 
points of interest visible from 
the river. 

For this undertaking they are 
dependent on funding from riv¬ 
erside councils and local organ¬ 
isations and individuals. 

They have had some encour¬ 
aging support from sponsors 
making photography possible as 
far upstream as Hampton Wick 
on the Middlesex bank. 

Hampton riverside has been 
funded by the Hampton and 
Molesey Riverside Trust and is 
almost complete. 

So far, however, John and Jill 
have had no offers of sponsor¬ 
ship, which will enable them 
to include Kingston in their 
Thames survey 

For a town whose history is 
so closely bound up with the 
Thames this seems a sad omis¬ 
sion. 

What about it, fellow Kingsto- 
nians?

e;CAUIIFIOWER AND CHEESE ITALIAN STYLE 


Pete and Leo Williamson's Dad has been a mightily impressive cook for as long as they can remember, but he 
never liked the limelight. So the Surbiton brothers started their own hit blog - What Dad Cooked - to share his 
recipes and tips. Here they share their recipe for a classic with a twist - cauliflower and cheese Italian style... 


Tip: Omit the pancetta and use 
vegetable stock for a vegetarian 
version. Serves: 4 Time: 1 hour 

INGREDIENTS 

500g of cauliflower, 300g tor- 
tiglioni, rigatoni or penne pasta 
Savoury base: 1 clove garlic, 1 
onion, 2 sticks celery, 150g 
smoked pancetta or bacon, 3 bay 
leaves, ltsp fresh thyme leaves 
Cheese sauce: 2 tbs butter, 2 tbs 
plain flour, 500ml chicken stock, 
200ml white wine, 200g grated 
fontina cheese (or gruyere or 
cheddar), lOOg low fat cream 
cheese, 4 tbs half fat creme 
fraiche (optional), Salt and pep¬ 
per, Lemon, Crunchy Topping: 30g 
butter,lOOg grated parmesan, 50g 


bread crumbs,Paprika 

METHOD 

Pre-heat the oven to 200C, Gas 6. 

1) Cook the cauliflower. Chop the 
cauliflower into florets, chop the 
stalks and use a few tender leaves. 
Cook in a pan of boiling water 
until al dente and drain. 

2) Cook the pasta. Bring 3 litres of 
salted water to the boil in a large 
pan. Add the pasta and cook until 
al dente. Drain the pasta reserving 
some of the liquid. Keep the pasta 
warm, splash with pasta water to 
stop it sticking. 

3) Make the sauce. Put the wine in 
a sauce pan and bring to the boil 
fora minute. Take off the heat and 
add to the stock. Mix the flour and 
butter in a pan. Cook this roux on 


a low heat for a couple of minutes, 
then slowly add the wine and 
stock in stages, stirring all the 
time to keep it smooth. 

Bring to a simmer and cook for a 
good 5 minutes, then stir in the 
cream cheese. Turn off the heat 
and add the fontina evenly into 
the liquid. Leave for a few minutes 
to melt. 

Then heat and stir very gently 
until smooth (do not overheat). 
Season with salt pepper and 
lemon to taste - add the creme 
fraiche for a richer sauce. Keep 
warm. 

4) Cook the savoury bits. Slice the 
pancetta into thin lardons. Chop 
the onion, celery and garlic. Fry 
the pancetta in a tablespoon of 


olive oil, add the onions and cel¬ 
ery and sweat for 5 minutes. Adc 
the garlic, bay leaves and thyme 
stir and sweat for a further five 
minutes. 

5) Combine all the ingredients 
Stir carefully to mix. If necessary 
add some reserved pasta liquid tc 
loosen the mixture. Transfer to c 
baking dish. 

6) Make the topping. Put the 
parmesan and breadcrumbs in c 
bowl and add small pieces of but 
ter. Mix together with your fingers 
as if making a crumble. Sprinkle 
this over the pasta and dust with 
paprika. 

7) Bake. Put in an oven for 25-3C 
minutes until golden and crisp or 
top and heated through.

There are hundreds on the shelves and prices range 
from cheaper than a box of fresh hens' eggs to almost as much as a Faberge egg. To help you, we 
have munched through an unhealthy amount of luxury offerings to bring you some top tips... 


CRACKING11IIMS 



Waitrose Seriously Chocolatey 
Egg (370g), £12.99: Everything 
about this egg says serious, 
including its name. The shape 
may be novelty but everything 
else about this egg is grown-up 
and, well, serious. Gold lustred, it 
has a sophisticated 'wow' factor 
but a bitterness that'll leave you 
scratching your head and wonder 
whether this really is milk choco¬ 
late. It divided opinion in our 
office but if you are a chocolate 
connoisseur (a chocoisseur?) then 
you will appreciate the egg's 
undoubted quality and that of its 
four mini bar accompaniments. 
• •••• 

Lidl Deluxe Fudge Feast Easter 
Egg (200g) and Lidl Deluxe Eton 
Mess Easter Egg (200g), both 
£2.99: It does not look quite as 


special as the more premium 
priced eggs but Lidl's offering is 
certainly very good looking and 
the flavour is hard to beat, at any 
price. Smooth, creamy chocolate 
and added flavour on the front. 
We preferred the Eton mess with 
gloriously sweet meringue and 
zingy dried raspberry pieces. 
• •••• 

M&S Single Origin Cocoa Pod 
(265g), £12: Shaped like a cocoa 
bean and glistening in multi 
metallic colours, this is a real stun¬ 
ner. The thick, dark single origin 
chocolate is earthy and poignant¬ 
ly bitter with an impressive snap. 
It's the sort of egg you'll want to 
eat slowly in several sittings 
because it's just too much for a 
scoffing session (and frankly not 
quite exciting enough). The little 


tasters are perhaps to thin and 
insubstantial to be too much fun. 

• •••• 

William Curley - The Speckled 
Easter Egg, £20: Speckled in 
orange, this egg looks as posh as 
you would expect from four-times 
Britain's Best Chocolatier who 
once created a chocolate window 
display at Harrods for the 
Diamond Jubilee. Thin and with 
great snap, the chocolate is per¬ 
fectly balanced and moreish.Then 
inside is an extra-special treat: 
thin chocolate orange treats. They 
look like matchmakers but they're 
filled with jelly-like orange and 
taste like luxury jaffacakes minus 
the biscuit. ••••• 

Sainsbury's Belgian Dark 
Chocolate Easter Egg with Cocoa 
Nibs (220g), £6: Opening this egg 



genuinely brings a smile to your 
face. It's colourful splashes across 
a dark glossy surface delightful 
and the subsequent aroma is 
rousing. There's no frills with this 
egg - no little tasters or addition¬ 
al bars, but the chocolate 
melts on the tongue and is 
smooth enough to just eat and 
eat and eat. Embedded cocoa nibs 
give it an extra lift that single it 
out as something special.

Aldi Moser Roth Dark Fudge 
Brownie egg (195g) and 
Banoffee Pie Milk Chocolate Egg 
(195g), £2.99: While these tick 
the same boxes as some of the 
other luxury eggs, they don't 
quite do it in the same style. The 
chocolate squiggles on the front 
are a bit blurry and the fudge 



brownie or banoffee filling is 
undeniably tasty but not in the 
same league as its competitors. 
But still, the egg's chocolate is 
well balances in both milk and 
dark varieties, and you can hardly 
argue for £2.99 (unless you also 
have a Lidl nearby). ••••• 
Cocoba Hand Finished Limited 
Edition Milk Chocolate Easter 
Egg (150g), £7.95: A colleague of 
mine told me he couldn't shake 


Lionel Ritchie's Hello from his 
head and was blaming this egg, 
apparently because it is so mel¬ 
low. Yes this creamy treat does 
look like it would be the perfect fit 
for the kind of person that listens 
to Magic FM - and that is a good 
thing. With white chocolate 
appearing to melt over the milk 
egg and little green baubles, it 
looks as sweet as it tastes.

TEST DRIVE 

DS3 CABRIO 


What's new? The DS brand is one 
of the youngest and least-under- 
stood on British roads. Intended 
as an upmarket spin-off from 
Citroen, DS began life selling 
upgraded versions of existing 
models from the popular French 
carmaker. Now, though, it has truly 
begun the process of building its 
own identity and style - the latter 
being immensely important to 
this fledgling carmaker. 

One of the company's aims is to 
tap into the idea of French luxury. 
It does this by using high-end 
materials, including innovative 
aesthetic features, and emphasis¬ 
ing individuality and customisa¬ 
tion. The latest addition to their 
stable is the DS3 Cabrio, a stylish 
little roll-top that will compete 
with the likes of the Mini 
Convertible. 

Looks and image: It looks like 


nothing else on the road, let alone 
the supermini segment. Strong, 
assertive lines and in-your-face 
decorative touches make this one 
of the only small cars guaranteed 
to turn heads. The fact that this is 
a cabriolet (albeit not a fully-open 
convertible) gives this car a bold 
attitude. 

The ability to personalise your 
DS is something the company is 
proud of. With millions (literally) 
of possible combinations across 
the whole DS3 range, you're likely 
to build yourself a unique car if 
you delve into the almost-endless 
options list. Fun little additions 
like a basic sketch of some 
Parisian architecture on the 
dashboard give you something 
to look at - valuable in a world 
dominated by underwhelmingly 
grey car interiors. 

Space and practicality: It's a small 



car, but the DS does let itself 
down a bit in the practicality 
stakes. The firm claims that the DS 
can transport five adults, but 
they'd all be fairly cramped. The 
driver sits in an unusual position, 
which might not suit taller (or 
wider) individuals. A lack of 
cupholders is noticeable, and the 
£100 optional arm rest obstructs 
the handbrake and, to an extent, 
the gear stick. 

Still, the boot is larger than that 
of the Mini Convertible, and as an 
urban runaround, the DS presents 


a good combination of style and 
space. If you want out-and-out 
functionality, look elsewhere. 
Behind the wheel: The petrol DS3 
Cabrio is a likeable car with a 
pretty engine note - important in 
a car with a folding roof. The 
steering is light and responsive, 
enough to rival the Mini's han¬ 
dling. Opening the roof almost 
entirely eliminates the meagre 
rear visibility, though. 

The ride quality is adequate 
around town, but on high-speed 
roads with potholes, you begin to 


notice that this is a small car 
rather than the old-fashioned 
French saloon it sometimes feels 
like. DS uses the word "hyper¬ 
comfort" to describe the trade¬ 
off between driving pleasure 
and conventional physical ease. 
On the tatty, pockmarked sur¬ 
faces of British motorways, 
there's nothing hypercomfort¬ 
able about the DS3. 

Value for money: Some say 
pricey, others say premium - 
the fact remains that the fit 
and finish of the DS3 is superior

“Andre hit the ground 
running by scoring goals, 
and Joe has given us an op¬ 
tion on the left-hand side 
where we’ve struggled,” he 
said. 

“We needed to bring in 
the right players at the right 
time, there was no way we’d 
bring in any old player, and 
these two fitted the bill.” 

He added: “But it’s not 
just down to those two, they 
have freshened up the whole 
squad and players are rais¬ 
ing their game. 

“Collectively the team 
have being playing well, and 
now it is a case of staying in 
the play-offs. 

“We have been there be¬ 
fore and fallen away - we 
cannot make that mistake 
again.” 

Pelayo Pico-Gomez was 
on the scoresheet against 
Brentwood, and he also 
bagged a brace in the win 
over Harrow, alongside goals 
from George Wells, Reece 
Beckles and Tyron Smith. 

However, Sam Page was 
stretchered off in the Har¬ 
row game with a nasty-look¬ 
ing foot injury 

Harper said: “Fortunately 
it’s not a fracture, as we first 
thought, and he could be 
back in a couple of weeks. 
It was an odd one, he got 
a puncture in his foot and 
it was pumping out blood 
through his sock. He cannot 
have stitches, it’s just a hole 
that has to heal.”
